Effective March 26th, 1979, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, Thomas H. Conway, Jr., 
announces that the Annual Town Meeting is being 
delayed from April 3rd, 1979 until May 22nd, 1979.

Town Meeting was called to order at 7:49 P.M. 

The moderator declared a brief recess for an 
announcement. 

He announced that under the charter on page 
29, Section 8-4, 1 (1) COMMITTEE ON RULES, we 
must hold and election in the precincts. 

The Moderator requested the town clerk to 
send to 241 Town Meeting Members a seven day 
notice that we are going to have an election to elect 
someone from each precinct to oversee the Town 
By-Laws, said election to be conducted by the 
Town Clerk on Thursday, June 21, 1979 at the 
Marshall Middle School. 


601 - SCHOOL SALARIES AND WAGES - School 
Committee requested that item 601 be deferred 
until the first order of business on Tuesday. 

Moved and seconded that $11,494,573.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the support of the 
Billerica Public Schools in the professional, clerical 
and other salary accounts for the fiscal year July 1, 
1979 through June 30, 1980’ excepting therefrom 
all such funds that are derived from any particular 
State and Federal programs and that are 100% 
funded and therefore do not require further 
matching application and are used for the purpose 
described in the grant; and transferring of 
$250,000.00 PL 874 funds to reduce the amount to 
be raised and appropriated to $11,244,573.00. It 
was moved and seconded to lay the school 
committee budget on the table until June 16, 1979. 
Motion was LOST. 
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Finance Committee moved and seconded to 
amend the figure to $11,163,366.00 for school 
budget. After much discussion it was moved and 
seconded to postpone school budget to the first 
order of business on Thursday June 21. Previous 
question Moved and Seconded. Motion CARRIED. 

A letter from the Bureau of Accounts was read 
by Town Treasurer Arthur M. Curtin, Jr. to the effect 
that if the Annual Town Meeting is not completed 
by June 23, 1979, there would be no pay day on 
July 6. 


ARTICLE 8: Moved and seconded to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning July 1, 1979, in accordance with the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 44, Section 4 and to issue a note or notes 
therefore, payable within one year and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year in accordance with General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. Finance Committee 
concurred. Motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 9 - Moved and seconded to raise and 
appropriate $9,532.00 (total reimburseable) for 
equipment available under the Governor's Highway 
Safety Program. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Motion was CARRIED. Deputy Moderator, 
John Townsend took over meeting at this point. 


ARTICLE 10 - WATER EXTENSIONS - Moved and 
seconded to transfer $26,052.77 from Account 
#1731, Stabilization Fund, for Water Main 
Extension of six-inch mains or larger, and 
installation of fire hydrants. 

After much 
discussion as to whether or not the extensions 
would go up Billericia Avenue, it was moved and 
seconded to amend the article, that all or the 
necessary portion thereof, shall be used for the 
Billerica Avenue water main extension up to the D.

‘Section 10-No contract for goods or services to 
cost more than $1,000.00 shall be awarded unless 
the same has been publicly advertised, in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the Town, for 
bids which shall be received in sealed envelopes to 
be open publicly at a specified time. The 
contract for the work shall be awarded to the 
lowest responsible Bidder, except that any and all 
bids may be rejected when the interest of the Town 
so requires. Contracts in excess of $1,000 with 
those professions which exclude bidding may be 
awarded only after the awarding authority has 
received at least three (3) written estimated price 
quotations, or an affidavit has been received from 
the awarding authority that three bids cannot be 
secured, and that the Town Accountant shall not 
approve any payment in violation of this 
amendment.”’

The first Town Administrator Screening Com- 
mittee meeting commenced on March 16, 1979, 
following the March 3, 1979, approval of the 
Billerica Home Rule Charter. The following 
members were impanelled pursuant to section 
8 - 4e of the the charter:

The Committee was organized with David F. 
Delorey, Jr., as Chairman, Robert E. Milhollard as 
vice-Chairman and Deborah L. Krau as Secretary. 

The Committee formulated and submitted a 
budget that ultimately was approved at $2,110. 
Statewide and nationwide advertisements netted 
thirty-nine applicants, thirty-three of which poses- 
sed one or more masters and/or doctorate 
degrees. The selection process involved a three 
level grading process: directed’ at qualified candi- 
dates; the Chairman was suthorized to disqualify 
any applicant that clearly failed to meet the 


statutory minimums detailed in ‘section 8-4h | of © 


the charter. 
The process reduces. the field of thirty-nine 
applicants, based on a variety of reasons, to list 


of fourteen qualified cancidates: further delibera- 


tions left six semi-finalists which resulted in inter- 
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views. all meetings and interviews were held 
in sessions open to the public and press. On 
the sixteenth meeting, the Committee selected 

three finalists, insured their availability, and pre- 
sented the prioritized list to the Board of 

Selectmen on July 16, 1979, several weeks short 
of the July 31, 1979, deadline. 

The Committee plans to recommend by-law 
Changes to the Town Meeting to further define 
section 8-4e of the new Charter. Several points 
with regard to Committee member's term of office 
and the filling of vacancies require some attention; 
they remain unclear in terms of any subsequent 
selection processes. 

The Committee wishes to thank the members 
of the Charter Commission, Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Committee, Town Clerk, and the Town 
Accountant, and the many others who have assist- 
ed in the process. Special thanks are in order 
for our clerk, Alison Murphy.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 

WATER TREATMENT 

Total water treated for the year 1979 was 
1,298,262,000 gallons. The peak month was July 
when we treated 156,963,000 gallons. The peak 
week was July 8 - 14th when we treated 46,735,000 
gallons. The peak day was July 14, when we 
treated 7,650,000 gallons. 
WATER MAINTENANCE 

The Water Maintenance Department removed 
and repaired 259 meters, replaced and/or caili- 
brated water meters as needed, repaired old 
service connections, turned on and off for summer 
residents, repaired 32 broken mains, 68 service 
leaks, repaired 46 hydrants, replaced 50 hydrants 
and thawed a record 463 frozen services. 

There were approximately 115 new water ser- 
vices installed this year which now gives a total of 
10,187 accounts of which 9,382 are active. 

Principal Clerk/Office Superisor, Charles F. 
Phair, retired on December 31, 1979. 

SEWER DEPARTMENT 

The total raw sewerage flow received at the 
Letchworth Avenue Waste Water Treatment Plant 
for the year 1979 was 723 M.G., an increase of 
11% over 1978. This averaged 1.98 M.G.D. Sludge 
production was up 34% to 7.1 M.G. This averaged 
19,500 gallons per day with an average of 12% 
dump truck loads of sludge to the sanitary landfill 
per week. 

Several new programs were instituted for the 
Sewer Department including an Industrial Pre- 
treatment Program, an accelerated preventative 
maintenance program, and increased sludge de- 
watering. 

Many major repair projects were accomplish- 
ed, resulting in improved performance of the Treat- 
ment Plant. 249 existing homes, 46 new homes, 5 
commercial! enterprises, 6 industrial blocks, 3-24 
unit, 1-2 unit, 1-3 unit apartment complexes were 
connected to the sewer system this year. 

TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 

The Tree Department had an increase in the 
number of trees removed this year to 183. Many of 
these were elms, infected with Dutch Elm disease. 
Brush was cut wherever necessary. Poison Ivy was 
also controlled during the summer months and 
spraying was done for tick control. 

Maintenance in the Park Department con- 
sisted of grass cutting and fertilizing on all play- 
grounds, squares, commons, and the football field. 
The Park Department also lined the football field 
throughout the season for the Pop Warner League. 
The stone dust infield at the Lampson Field has 
also been removed and replaced with a conven- 
tional clay infield. The Park Department now main- 
tains approximately fiftv (50) acres of land which in- 


cludes. one footbali field, nine ball fields, eleven 
tennis courts, and fifty veteran Squares. 

Last spring the Tree and Park Department 
also cleared approximately four (4) acres of woods 
behind the Locke School for the future construction 
of a baseball and soccer field. 

The Tree, Moth, and Park Department is 
staffed by a Superintendent/Tree Warden, a work- 
ing foreman, and three maintenance men. We are 
currently understaffed by one man due to the no- 
hire policy. There are currently no C.E.T.A. men 
working for the Department. 

Plans for next year include reculturing Aker- 
son Playground and Dutile Playground, as well as 
continuation of normal maintenance activities. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
GENERAL MAINTENANCE: 

The work consisted of street cleaning; erect- 
ing street signs and traffic signs; repairing and 
cleaning catch basins; street patching; maintaining 
guard rails, plowing, Sanding, and _ salting all 
streets; Sweeping streets in all sections of Town 
and cutting shoulders on most streets. 

During the emergency of the last week of 
January, the Highway Department was called upon 
to block off streets that were flooded, sand bag pro- 
perties to prevent flooding, and repair roadways 
that were washed out due to floods. 

Superintendent of Highway Department, 
James F. Connors, retired on November 30, 1979.

GENERAL COMMENTS: 

This year was a mild year for snowfall, 
however, January had exceptional amounts of rain 
fall which caused record flooding problems. This 
was followed in February by severe temperature 
drops and consequently, a record number by over 3 
times of water services that froze up. 

The Nutting Lake Dredging Project was 
manned by three DPW workers who ran the Mud 
Cat machinery from early spring to late fall. 

The CETA Program which supplemented our 
work load with 13 federally funded workers was 
phased out this year. The current No New Hire Job 
or No Replacement Policy has caused the 80 
authorized job positions to be currently reduced to 
73. Drainage is still the most problematic subject in 
the DPW and a $2.5 million dollar bond issue will be 
proposed at the Annual Town Meeting.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 
FISCAL 79/80 

During the year we did engineering work for 
the Department of Public Works, Planning Board 
and other agencies in town. Some of the projects 
we worked on are as_ follows: field work, 
preliminary, and/or final design of drainage pro- 
jects at the following locations: Shores Acres, 
Pinetree, Solar Road, Gray St., Edenwood Rad., Gov. 
Fuller, Maverick Circle, Carline Drive, Coolidge St., 
Evergreen Rd., Bear Hill, Blanchard Brook, Grand- 
view Ave., Chestnut St., Maple Road, Connolly Road, 
Montrose Ave., Yorkshire Estates, Shane Lane, 
Sheldon Street, Tower Farm Road, Little McKee 
Brook; plans for recreation facilities at Akerson 
Field, Locke School, and Lampson Memorial Field; 
engineering for a five year expansion plan for the 
Fox Hill Cemetery; on the TOPICS Program, all the 
necessary hearings were completed and we should 
be able to start construction in the summer of 
1980; on the safety improvements for the intersec- 
tion of Cook Street and Boston Road all the 
necessary hearings were completed and construc- 
tion is scheduled for the spring of 1980; in the 
areas of public safety, we provided a variety of ser- 
vices to the Building Department, Appeals Board 
and Police Department; provided Engineering 
representation to meet the needs of Agencies of 
the Town on matters pertaining to court cases, 
public hearings and requests for information; and 
during the storm in January, we documented the 
extent of flooding with field data and ground and 
aerial photography. 

In addition to the work we do on a routine basis, 
our plans for the coming year include preparing 
plans and contract documents for the installation of 
arterial mains on Billerica Ave., Faulkner Street, 
and Governor Fuller Road; inspections, plans, 
reports, abutters lists and notices for the streets 
submitted for acceptance; continue to develop 
plans of the water distribution system including the 
location of gates and water services; the prepara- 
tion of management plans for drainage basins 
where improvements are needed; and the prepara- 
tion of plans and specifications for drainage pro- 
jects as they are scheduled. 


In July we lost the Engineering Aid and 
Clerk/Typist who were working in the Department 
on the CETA program. This ended a program that 
has supplied the Department with needed and 
useful personnel for approximately four and one 
half years.

WATER COMMITTEE 
FISCAL 79/80 

The filters in the orginial plant were a dual 
media unit with a layer of anthracite above a layer 
of filter sand, and the process included adding 
powdered carbon at the pre-treatment stage to cor- 
rect for taste and odor. During February the filters 
were converted to granular activated carbon over a 
smaller layer of filter sand. The material performs 
satisfactorily, eliminates the need for adding 
powdered carbon and experience indicates that 
the quality of water leaving the filter plant is im- 
proved. It is estimated that there is a savings of at 
least $40,000.00. Other processes have been im- 
proved to the point where we now have only one 
unresolved problem, which is a high sodium level 
Caused primarily by the high sodium content in the 
river water. 

The flow in the Concord River was in excess of 
our needs throughout the year. The lowest flow was 
about 46 MGPD and occurred on the first of Oc- 
tober. On September 29, 1957 the flow was as low 
as 2.59 MGPD. The periods of low flow are of con- 
cern to us and will be critical until provisions have 
been made to supplement the flow during periods 
of low flow. 

Fifty defective hydrants were replaced with 
new units and an additional 46 units were repaired 
and returned to service, and the loop between 
Rangeway Road and Treble Cove Road is almost 
complete. 

The Mass. Drinking Water Facility Construc- 
tion Loan Act of 1978 program is just being organ- 
ized and we do not expect to Know the re- 
Qguirements for an audit until some time after 
February or March. We believe we will be eligible 
for reimbursement funds under this program. 
Funds obtained on this program could allow us to 
continue with the cleaning and lining of old mains 
and complete some of the rest of phase one im- 
provements without impact on the tax rate. 


Our plans for the immediate future include the 
continuation of the 12 inch extension on Billerica 
Avenue, and the installation of arterial or feeder 
mains on Gov. Fuller and the Faulkner St. area. 
This work will be done under contract.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

1979 was a year of substantial change and 
challenge for the Board of Selectmen. There were 
several crises and emergencies that occurred and 
were solved. The Board held twenty-one regular 
meetings and may more special and_ sub- 
committee meetings. Many complaints were 
received and most were resolved. The major 
events of the year were as follows: 

1) In late January there was severe flooding. 
An emergency was declared. Civil Defense and 
Red Cross were activated. In early February, ex- 
treme cold resulted in another emergency being 
declared. 

2) In March, The Home Rule Charter was ap- 
proved and the Screening Committee formed. Also 
the Billerica Center ‘‘TOPICS’’ project which in- 
volves reconstruction of the roadways surrounding 
the Town Common, installation of traffic lights and 
one way traffic patterns were approved by the 
citizens at a public hearing. 

3) April Town Meeting was delayed until May 
because of Governor King’s Tax Cap Policy. 

4) At the May and June Town Meeting funds 
were approved for the Firefighters’ and Police 
Contracts. 

5) The C.E.T.A. funded project for the renova- 
tion of Town Hall was completed in June. 

6) In July the Screening Committee submitted 
three candidates for the position of Town Ad- 
ministrator and the board selected Mr. Paul F. 
Talbot, who started in August. 

7) In coordination with L.R.T.A., a daily bus 
service from Billerica to Lowell and return was in- 
itiated in September. 

8) The October Fall Town Meeting funded the 
Clerks’ Contract, approved funds for Deferred 
Teachers’ Salaries and Revaluation. 

9) The C.E.T.A. funded project for the renova- 
tion of the Senior Citizens Drop-In-Center was com- 
pleted in November. 

10) In December the Executive Secretary 
resigned and a Transitional Aide was appointed by 
the Town Administ-ator. 
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The Board of Selectmen acknowledges and 
appreciates the cooperation and assistance that 
has been provided by all the Town Boards, Com- 
missions, Committees and Departments during the 
year.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Billerica, Masachusetts: 


We have examined the financial statements 
of the various funds and acount groups of the 
TOWN OF BILLERICA, MASSACHUSETTS listed in 
the foregoing index as of June 30, 1978, and 
for the year then ended. Our examination was 
made in acordane with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures aS we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 

As is the practice with many municipalities 
in the commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Town 
has not maintained historical cost records for 
fixed assets, and accordingly, a statement 
of general fixed assets is not included in the 
accompanying financial statements. 

The Town follows accounting policies pre- 
scribed by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
which may in certain respects from generally 
accepted accounting principles. The most signi- 
ticant difference relates to the use of the cash 
basis method for recording pension expenses for 
employees. In our opinion, pension costs should 
be determined by actuarial methods instead of 
the cash or pay-as-you-go basis as described 
in Note 3 to the accompanying financial state- 
ments as of June 30,1978 had the Town followed 
an actuarial method of accounting for pension 
costs. 

As discussed more fully in Note 6 to the 
financial statements, the Town has been named 
as a defendant in a lawsuit in connection with 
a motor vehicle accident. in the opinion of legal 
counsel, no estimate of loss, if any, is possible 
at this time. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of not 
providing for pension costs on an actuarial basis, 
and subject to the effect, if any, of the matter 
referred to in the preceding paragraph, the ac- 
companying financial statements present fairly the 
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assets, other than fixed assets, and liabilities of the 
various funds and groups of accounts of the 
Town of Billerica, Massachusetts as of June 30, 
1978, and their respective change in fund ba- 
lances, and revenues and expenditures for the 
year ended june 30,1978, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied 
on a basis consistent with the preceding year.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is - 
a public agency operating under Chapter 40B 
of the Massachusetts General Laws providing 
comprehensive regional planning services to nine 
communities (Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dun- 
stable, Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngs- 
borough and Westford) in the Northern Middlesex 
Area. Local representation and policy guidance 
to the Commission’s staff of professionals is 
accomplished through the use of Commissioners 
of which each community has three: one each 
from the Selectmen/City Council and Planning 
Board and one appointed alternate. 


NMAC is a ‘‘comprehensive’’ regional planning 
agency with a concern and a responsibility to 
assure that its plans and programs are funda- 
mental to all relevant social, economic and 
physical considerations identified on a regional 
and local basis. Toward that end, the ‘‘Center 
Development Program’’ became the focal point 
of the year’s effort. Acting in conjunction with 
local boards and citizen groups, the region's 
older urban and rural centers were _ identified, 
needs were quantified and definitive programs to 
meet these needs were established. The ‘‘Center 
Development Program’”’ is a reflection of a regional 
planning concern which not only plans with its 
member communities but also assists in the 
implementation of cooperatively designed str- 
tegies. 


A summary of the major programs and 
progress in 1979 includes the following by 
category. 


HOUSING 


1979 was a productive year in terms of the 
amount of housing assistance provided by the 
Commission. NMAC provided direct assistance 
to the towns of Tyngsborough and Pepperell in 
the preparation of a successful request for elderly 
housing assistance under the Massachusetts 667 
program. Also successful was the request for 
housing rehabilitation assistance for low income 
renters throuth HUB’S Section 8 Moderate Rehabi- 
litation Program, which will be targeted to the 
towns of Chelmsford, Dracut, Westford and 
Pepperell. 

A major portion of the Commission’s housing 
efforts has been channeled to the ‘‘Center 
Development’’ program in order to identify the 
housing needs of the residents of these areas 
through surveys and on-site inspections. 

Soon to be completed is an Adaptive Reuse 
Survey which is being performed through a 
CETA Title VIB project. This survey has located, 
catalogued, and photographed most large publicly 
owned and many privately owned structures in the 
region which have a potential for reuse as housing 
units or other specialized programs should they 
become vacant or significantly underutilized. As 
of December 31, NMAC was awaiting approval 
from the Depatment of Housing and Urban 
Development for the region’s Areawide Housing 
Opportunity Plan which documents the housing 
needs of the area by individual community and 
establishes goals and objectives designed to meet 
those needs. The plan was disapproved last 


year and was resubmitted with the changes as 
recommended by HUB. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The Commission is presently in the process 
of updating the Overall Economic Development 
Plan for the area. This document, along with 
the formation of an organization to implement 
the plan, is a prerequisite to receiving assistance 
from the Economic Development Administration 
for projects that produce economic benefits in 
terms of creation of additional jobs or new 
services. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission, 
along with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, the Commonwealth’s Executive 
Office of Transportation and Construction and the 
Lowell Regional Transit Authority, comprise the 
Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for the 
region which conducts a vigorous comprehensive 
transportation planning program for the area’s 
communities and is responsible for the planning 
and support of transportation improvements. 


NMAC has completed the Merrimack River 
Crossing Corridor Planning study, which recom- 
mended a number of alternatives for an additional 
bridge over the Merrimack. After much public 
participation and discussion, the Commonwealth 
has agreed to move forward with the next phase 
of the project, a more complete Environmental 
Impact Statement on the Recommended alter- 
natives. The State has also been further studying 
the recommendations contained in the Billerica 
Center bypass Corridor Planning Study. 

The Commission in conjunction with its 
Development Center Program has been analyzing 
the traffic situation in Pepperell’s Railroad Square 
and the Vinal Square area of Chelmsford. 
Recommendations designed to enhance safety and 
complement the revitalization efforts have been 
developed. Through a special grant from the 
United States Department of Transportation a 
feasibility study concerning the implementation of 
an automobile restricted zone in the Lowell 
Central Business District is presently underway. 
During the course of this study, the Commission 
staff has worked closely with the City of Lowell, 
the Lowell Regional Transit Authority, the National 
Park Service and the Lowell Historic Preservatione 
commission in order to insure that all efforts of 
Lowell's revitalization are coordinated and inte- 
grated with one another. Major efforts aimed at 
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discerning the needs and problems of downtown 
merchants have already been completed. 

A significant effort has been made by the 
commission to promote energy conservation 
through transportation efficiency. This has 
included assisting the Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority with their efforts to encourange area 
residents to use public transit instead of the less 
energy efficient private automobile. Special atten- 
tion has been paid to marketing the public trans- 
portation system. The Commission has also been 
working closely with MASSPOOL, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works, the Private 
Industry council, the Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority and numerour private employers and 
transit companies to encourage the formation of 
ridesharing alternatives such as carpools, van- 
pools, commuter buses and park and ride lots. 
A draft Regional Bikeway Plan has also been 
prepared which suggests an efficient bikeway link 
amoung area communities that can facilitate trips 
for commuting as well as recreation and health 
purposes. 


ENVIRONMENT 


During 1979, the Commission continued to be 
involved in a number of areas designed to improve 
and protect the region’s natural and man-made 
environment. 

Major emphasis was placed on the com- 
pletion of a management plan for the wastewater 
of the Lowell Metropolitan Area under Section 208 
of the 1972 Federal Water Pollution Control Act. 
The final Draft Environmental Statement has been 
completed and will be published shortly. Water 
quality assessments for the towns of Dunstable 
and Pepperell have also been completed. 

Under a grant received from the Farmers 
Home Administration, a five year open space and 
recreation plan for the town of Tyngsborough 
has been prepared. This plan provides the town 
with a blueprint for future efforts toward the 
preservation of open space and recreation facility 
planning. The plan also qualifies the town for 
financial assistance through the State’s ‘‘Self 
Help’’ program and possible funding through the 
Heritage and Cultural Resources Service of the 
Department of the Interior. 

Also completed during 1979 was a project 
funded by the Environmental Protection Agency 
designed to evaluate the possible potential recrea- 
tional uses of the publicly owned open space 
surrounding the region's wastewater treatment 
plants and right of way. Bikeways and hiking 
trails are some of the possible uses of these lands. 
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At years end, NMAC was awarded a grant 
from the Urban Mass Transportation Adminis- 
tration and the Environmental Protection Agency to 
conduct an air quality/transportation planning 
program with the goal of analyzing a number 
of strategies designed to meet the federal ambient 
air quality standards. 

In conjunction with the Middlesex Canal 
Asociation, the Metropolitan Area Planing Council, 
and the Massachusetts Historical Commission, 
NMAC is continuing work aimed at the preservation 
and reconstruction of segments of the Old 
Middlesex Canal. The entire route of the Canal 
was surveyed and examined by a team of 
archeologists this past year and the layout of the 
Canal has been plotted and drawn on local 
assessor's maps. 


COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING. 


The Commission's major comprehensive 
planning effort has been the Center Development 
Program. The Graniteville section of Westford, 
Chelmsford’s Vinal Square area, Pepperell’s 
Railroad Square and Dracut’s Navy Yard section 
were the targets of this comprehensive planning 
effort to date. The program basically consists 
of working with local boards and resident citizen 
groups to identify and enumerate the real com- 
munity development needs of effort included 
housing studies, traffic analyses, merchant sur- 
vey and interviews, public facility analyses and 
other intensive studies all of which are vital to 
the development of a comprehensive strategy to 
revitalize and rehabilitate these centers. Some 
examples of specific proposals prepared by NMAC 
and tailored to each center included requests 
for housing rehabilitation assistance and storefront 
facade improvement programs through HUB'S 
Small Cities Program, negotiations for home 
mortgage assistance through the Farmers Home 
Administration and the Massachusetts Home 
mortgage Ainance Agency, the targeting of re- 
habilitation assistance for low income renters 
through the HUB Section 8 Moderate Rehabili- 
tation Program and a completed architectural 
concept plan for storefront improvement funded 
through the Farmers Home Administration. 

NMAC is a comprehensive planning agency 
and aS such serves as the region's federally 
designated ‘‘A-95’' clearinghouse. in this capacity, 
the commission reviews all requests for federal 
funding assistance for projects that originate within 
or impact the Northern Midlesex area, to determine 
their compatibility with areawide plans, goals and 
objectives. During 1979, the Commission reviewed 


requests for federal assistance totaling over | 
124 million dollars. In a similar manner, NMAC 
also reviews projects subject to the Massachusetts 
Environmental Policy Act. 


TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 


Technical assistance in relating regional plan- 
ning to the local needs of member communities 
is a major objective of the commission. Extensive 
assistance to individual communities, public 
officials and private citizens has been provided 
over the year dealing with a wide variety of issues 
and concerns such as population, housing and 
economic statistics. Direct personnel/manage- 
ment assistance to all member communities with 
the help of a shared professional specialist funded 
through the U.S. Office of Personnel Manage- 
ment and assistance to member communities in 
the preparation of federal grant-in-aid requests 
such as the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development’s Small Cities Program. 


BUDGET 


During the fiscal year ending June 30,1979, 
the Commission expended $306,558. The local 
share of this amount raised through community 
assessments on the nine member communities 
was $60,000. The fiscal 1980 budget is $352,550 
of which $60,000 was raised through local com- 
munity assessments. 


The Commission meets monthly, usually on 
the third Wednesday of each month (evening) 
at its offices at 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell. 
The public is invited and encouraged to attend.

The first Administrator Screening Committee 
meeting commenced on March 16, 1979, following 
the March 3, 1979, approval of the Billerica Home 
Rule Charter. The following Members were 
impanelled pursuant to section 8-4e of the charter:

The Committee was organized with David F. 
Delorey, Jr., as Chairman, Robert E. Milholland as 
Vice-Chairman and Deborah L. Drau as Secretary. 

The Committee formulated and submitted a 
budget that ultimately was approved at $2,110. 
Statewide and nationwide advertisements netted 
thirty-nine applicants, thirty-three of which 
possessed one or more masters and/or doctorate 
degrees. The selection process involved a three 
level grading process directed at qualified 
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candidates; the Chairman was authorized to 
disqualify any applicant that clearly failed to meet 
the statutory minimums detailed in section 8-4h of 
the charter. 

The process reduced the field of thirty-nine 
applicants, based on a variety of reasons, to a list 
of fourteen qualified candidates; further 
deliberations left six semi-finalists which resulted in 
interviews. All meetings and interviews were held 
in sessions open to the public and press. On the 
sixteenth meeting, the Committee selected three 
finalists, insured their availability, and presented 
the prioritized list to the Board of Selectmen on July. 
16, 1979, several weeks short of the July 31, 1979, 
deadline. 

The Committee plans to recommend by-law 
changes to the Town Meeting to further define 
section 8-4e of the new charter. Several points with 
regard to Committee member’s term of office and 
the filling of vacancies require some attention; they 
remain unclear in terms of any subsequent 
selection processes. 

The Committee wishes to thank the members 
of the Charter Commission, Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Committee, Town Clerk, and the Town 
Accountant, and the many others who have 
assisted in the process. Special thanks are in order 
for our clerk, Alison Murphy.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 
To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the Industriai Financing Authori- 
ty for the year ending December 31, 1979 follows. 

This Authority has had a very active and pro- 
ductive year. We have approved the issuance of 
over seven million dollars in Industrial Fianancing 
Bonds for the construction of new facilities for 
firms relocating in Billerica. 

We also granted permission to C.S.P.1. of Burl- 
ington to appear before the M.I.F.A. for a bond 
issue to construct a 40,000 square foot building in 
Suburban Industrial Park, which they have now oc- 
cupied.

Instructors were at each park to instruct and 
supervise the children in the various activities. 
Baseball and softball leagues will agian be in the 
schedule - players are eligible for these teams at 
the playground nearest their homes. The second 
half of the season there will be soccer games in- 
stead of baseball and softball. These will be recrea- 
tional games at the parks besides the baseball and 
softball games. Arts & Crafts will agian be con- 
ducted along with Tennis at several locations. 

The Annual Theatre and Fun Fair will be held 
in July at the Marshall school grounds.

The report for the Planning Board for the Town 
of Billerica for the year ending December 31, 1979 
follows: 

At the annual town election for 1979, two new 
members were elected to the Planning Board 
replacing two retiring members. Those elected 
were Ann Mulcahy and Ellen Sargent who replaced 
Bernard A. McDewell and John S. Fowler. During 
the year, the Board has kept quite busy handling all 
work legislated to us under the General Laws. 

While 1978 was a slowdown in submissions of 
residential subdivisions, 1979 saw three new 
residential subdivisions submitted. One of these 
subdivisions was approved contingent upon certain 
conditions and the developer is now challenging 
that decision. One subdivision was rejected and the 
third, a preliminary plan was also sent back to the 
developer. As a Board, we are continuing to strug- 
gle to correct problems created in older subdivi- 
sions and to deal with new issues created by the 
lack of suitable land for development in the Town. 

Industrial development is continuing to grow 
at a rapid rate in Billerica. Industrial growth has far 
surpassed residential growth and we anticipate this 
trend will continue into the 1980's. This year also 
saw th efulfillment of the finalization and approval 
of the Topics Program for Billerica Center. It is 
hoped that this work, when completed, will provide 
greatly needed safety measures in the center, as 
well as enhance the beauty of the Common. 1979 
also Saw more cooperation between the Planning 
Board and other Town Boards in dealing with 
mutual problems as they arise. 

The Planning Board thanks all the Town 
Boards and indiviudals who participated with and 
aided us in our efforts in the current year.

Veterans Benefits is primarily a financial and 
medical assistance program for Veterans and their 
dependents under guide lines and budgets set up 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

| requested Mr. Buffum to submit a copy of our 
budget that includes the maximum amount of bene- 
fits as allowed under the State guide lines. Also in- 
cluded are the many other state and federal forms 
we use in assisting the Veterans and their 
dependents. 

Medical assistance payments are governed 
by the Blue Cross-Blue Shield rates. 

Veterans are advised at all times to make full 
use of the Veterans Hospitals and clinics to save 
the added expense to the Town. 

As of July 8, 1980, we are assisting twenty 
Veterans and their dependents both financially and 
medically. Another twenty cases are being assisted 
with medicals only. 

In the past fiscal year this office handled a to- 
tal of 247 cases requiring state and federal 
assistance. We also assisted many other Veterans 
by informing them where to get assistance that we 
are unable to provide. 

During the past fiscal year ending June 30, 
1979, | received reimbursement of $18.00 for one 


county meeting plus $8.40 for mileage from the ex- 
pense account. This year, as in every other year 
since | have had the position of Veterans Agent, | 
wait until the end of the fiscal year to put in my ex- 
penses as we never get the amount needed. This 
way all offices expenses are taken off and the in- 
vestigator gets his mileage before | put in for my 
own expenses. At the end of the fiscal year | then 
put in for my mileage and expenses which always 
exceeds the balance in this account. 

There are actually no typical days in the 
Veterans Services office, except possibly for the In- 
vestigator. Mr. Buffum’s days consist of home and 
field investigations on all applications filed, assist- 
ing with federal work and other miscellaneous 
duties that | assign him. 

Mr. Emus, principal clerk, has many varied 
duties, filing, interviewing, taking applications, pro- 
cessing bills, etc. Because of her eight years ex- 
perience in this particular field, she is second in 
command in the Veterans Office. 

The agents hours are varied, about 10 hours 
per week and are spent in the office and approxi- 
mately 15 hours per week outside the office 
assisting Veterans and their dependents. | also at- 
tend meetings, hearings and make numerous trips 
to the State Office at 100 Cambridge Street, 
Boston.

One of the more serious problems confronting 
the community and law enforcement for the past 
several years has been the increase to almost 
capacity of our roadways by motor vehicle traffic. | 
am happy to report that in 1980 we expect to see 
the construction and implementation of a signaliz- 
ed roatary traffic pattern system in Billerica Center 
(TOPICS). We also expect to see traffic signals in- 
stalled at the intersection of Boston Road and Cook 
Street. Our safety program for the 1980's includes 
plans to seek improvements at several other high 
hazard locations throughout the town with the aid 
of State and Federal funding. 

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES-AMBULANCE 

The Ambulance divison of the Police Depart- 
ment responded to 1,404 medical emergencies 
during the year 1979 representing more than 1,500 
patients treated and/or transported to local 
hospitals. 

Approximately 86% of these patients were 
Town residents or non-residents visiting Town 
residents. Moreover, the average age of the pa- 
tients was thirty-nine (39). 

During the year the EMT’s trained and cer- 
tified more than five hundred (500) residents in 
C.P.R. and First Aid courses. In addition, other 
EMT’s are on the Board of Directors of the Mer- 
rimack Valley EMT’s Counsel and have instituted 
advanced life support systems, leading to the 
Paramedic level for this area. 

We would like to extend our gratitude to the 
citizens of the Town and a special thanks to the 
police officers and fire fighters and other Town 
agencies for their cooperation and assistance dur- 
ing the year.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

1979 was a very productive year for the Con- 
servation Commission. The workload of the Com- 
mission has once again increased over previous 
years mainly due to the increased Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act activity and the Nutting Lake Project 
now being in full swing, however, the Commission 
was able to make significant progress with other 
projects as well. 

Under the Wetlands Protection Act, 18 filings 
for work in wetlands were received, 26 public hear- 
ings were held, 2 filings were withdrawn, 16 Orders 
of Conditions were issued, 12 Certificates of Com- 
pliance, and 27 permit extensions were issued, one 
permit was revoked for non-compliance, 6 Cease 
and Desist Orders were issued, 3 permit modifica- 
tions and 3 formal determinations were made. The 
Commission brought court action in two cases, 
however, both were resolved out of court. 

The Nutting Lake Water Quality Restoration 
Project got into full swing this year. This project is 
the largest the Commission has undertaken and 
consumes a great deal of the Commission's time. 
This five part project includes dredging of the Lake, 
a dredged sediment disposal program, an educa- 
tion program, a street sweeping program and a 
land acquisition program. The dredging program 
got off to a slow start due to numerous corrections 
which had to be made to the dredged material con- 
tainment facility, however, more than 30,000 cubic 
yards of sediment were removed from the lake this 
year. The educational booklet on Nutting Lake is 
ready for publishing and only one parcel of land in 
the lake acquisition program remains to be ac- 
quired. The lake project will resume in the spring of 
1980 for its second full year. 

On other projects, the purchase of 59 acres of 
mostly wetland and flood plain land off Treble Cove 
Road in North Billerica was finalized in April of 
1979 and the Commission has just received word 
that the application for 50% reimbursement of the 
purchase price for the land under the State Self- 
Help Program has been approved and the Town will 
be receiving the $15,000+ from the State in the 
spring of 1980. The Commission has also spon- 
sored its first application under the State 
Agricultural Restriction Program to help preserve a 
50+ acre farm in West Billerica. A booklet entitled 
Natural Resource Lands of Billerica was written by 
the CETA Conservation Assistant Michael 
Medeiros and was published by the Commission. 
The booklet contains maps of all the Conservation 
Lands, Town Forests, State Forest, and Federal 
Wildlife Land in Billerica and is available at the 
Commission's Office in the Town Hall for $1.50 
each which covers the printing costs. A crew of 
High School Students under the Youth Corp. Pro- 
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gram helped to maintain the Conservation lands 
over the summer and a three man CETA crew 
transferred to the Conservation Commission from 
the D.P.W. helped to maintain the Conservation 
and Town Forest lands during November and 
December. 

For 1980, the Nutting Lake Project will again 
be the major project for the Commission and 
several alternative land acquisition projects are be- 
ing looked into which fall within the ‘‘Billerica Con- 
servation & Open Space Plan’’ of 1978. A cut-a- 
cord program will be started in the winter of 1980 to 
help improve the forests on the conservation land. 
Of major importance is the proposed establishment 
of the position of Conservation Assistant for the 
Commission. The greatly increased workload and 
responsibility on the Environmental Affairs In- 
vestigator has necessitated this proposal at this 
time.

BILLERICA HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Board of Health continued its efforts in 
maintaining and improving the general well being 
of the community. The Green Engineering Affiliates 
Flood Plain maps were accepted by the Town as a 
zoning guide enabling all departments to have an 
official control in wetland activities. Article Il, State 
Regulations on Housing Condition, was rewritten 
by the State updating controls for minimum stan- 
dards for habitation. Close cooperation by all 
departments has aided in enforcement. 

The Health Department covers illegal dump- 
ing, solid waste disposal, subsurface sanitary 
disposal, septage disposal, public and semi-public 
swimming areas, market and restaurant food 
handling, quality of well water, air and noise pollu- 
tion, general assistance to the public with living 
condition problems, prevention clinics and nursing 
care.

Robert W. Rimbach, the Sanitarian for 


Billerica, conducted his usual routine monthly in- 
spections of food handling establishments with 
bacterial swabs taken as required.

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 

The Board of Selectmen authorized the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority to  reinstitute 
transportation services between the Town of 
Billerica and Lowell. Service was reinstituted in 
September with three round trips in the morning at 
6:45 a.m., 7:45 a.m. and 8:45 a.m. and three round 
trips in the afternoon at 3:15 p.m., 4:15 p.m. and 


5:15 p.m. which are mainly work trips. An additional 


round trip was implemented at 12:15 p.m. in 
October after numerous requests were received 
from the general public. 
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Service is provided by LoLaw Transit 
Management, Inc., under contract to the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority. In December, the LRTA 
provided a new vehicle for the service. Through the 
LRTA, 75% of the cost of the service is financed 
through State and Federal funds. The LRTA and the 
Billerica Transportation Committee have also 
reviewed options of regular route or dial-a-ride 
service for intown circulation. The members of the 
Transportation Committee are Mr. Thomas 
Conway, Mr. Paul Talbot, Mr. Frank Fowler, Ms.

WEIGHTS & MEASURES DEPARTMENT 

| have recently concluded my first year as 
your Sealer of Weights & Measures. It has been 
both challenging and gratifying; challenging in my 
Striving to fulfill the ‘standards set by my 
predecessor, Arthur A. Curry, whose cooperation 
during the transition period made my task much 
easier, and gratifying by the many new friends | 
have made in the Offices of the Selectmen, Town 
Accountant and the Treasurer and among the 
many merchants with whom | have had the 
pleasure of meeting and working. As with most new 
jobs, the first year is usually the most dif- 
ficult—learning the administrative policies and pro- 
cedures as well as the location and type of equip- 
ment that must be inspected. Gasoline pumps-of 
which there are 178-were the most time consuming 
as far as inspections. First, during the mid-point of 
the year and the gasoline shortage - many service 
stations were closed on the weekends and had 
limited hours. When gasoline became more plen- 
tiful and sold for over a dollar a gallon, many com- 
panies changed the price of computing 
mechanisms of their pumps and they had to be 
tested and sealed again. New equipment, such as 
avoirdupois and metric weights as well as a unit 
testing scale, is needed. Because of their degree of 
precision, these items are relatively expensive. | 
will recommend that the Town begin a program of 
purchasing such equipment as Capital Expenditure 
Items and this will be reflected in my 1981 Fiscal 
Year Budget. 

Two hundred and eighty-six (286) weighing 
and measuring devices were inspected, sealed or 
condemned during the calendar year. This figure 
represents a 53% increase from the previous vear. 


$1,008.00 in fees were collected and turned into 
the Treasurer’s Office, which amount represents a 
30% increase in fees collected.

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SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 

(Formerly the Board of Sewer Commissioners) 

YEAR 1979 

Upon passage of the new Town Charter by 
Town Meeting on March 3, 1979, the Board of 
Sewer Commissioners went out of existence. The 
new charter also provided for a successor body to 
the Board of Sewer Commissioners, said body to 
be known as the Sewer Extension Committee. 
Members of the former Board of Sewer Commis- 
sioners automatically became members of the 
Sewer Extension Committee, and upon expiration 
of each member's term, his successor is to be ap- 
pointed by the Town Administrator. The duties of 
the Sewer Extension Committee are limited to ‘‘the 
planning and development of all sewer extension 
programs.”’ The charter further provides that 
maintenance and operation of the sewerage 
system shall be the responsibility of the Public 
Works Department. 

During 1979 Contract No. 22 was completed 
providing a means for the Boston and Maine’s Iron 
Horse Park to discharge sewage into the Town’s 
system. The B&M has not yet tied in. This contract 
also provided sewer service to sections of Wyman 
Road, Shawsheen Road, Shalloo Road, and 
Naushon Road. 

In connection with the planning of future ex- 
pansion of the sewerage system, a Federal Grant 
was approved for $123,000 to assist in the prepara- 
tion of a Step 1 Facility Plan. The Facility Plan is a 
detailed study of the pollution control needs for all 
unsewered areas of the Town and an examination 
of the several alternative means to abate the pollu- 
tion. The study also addresses the need for treat- 
ment plant upgrading and expansion. Work on the 
Facility Plan included the mailing of about 6,000 
questionnaires to homes and businesses in an ef- 
fort to assess the existing conditions with regard to 
onsite sewage disposal system performance. The 
response to the questionnaire was very good. A 
public information meeting regarding sewer 
system extensions was held in December with 
almost 100 residents present. The firm of Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike, Inc. of Boston continues as 
consulting engineers for the Town. 

During the year the following numbers of pro- 
perties were connected to the sewer system: 

321 sewer applications which includes the 
following: 46 new homes; 3-24 unit apartment 
buildings; 1-2 family dwelling; 1-3 family dwelling; 6 
new industrial buildings; 2 restaurants and 3 other 
small businesses. 

The Committee met bi-montly during the year 
to conduct its business. Members attended many 
special meetings with other Town boards and com- 
mittees and with State and Federal personnel on 


matter relating to the Town’s growing sewerage 
system. 

The Committee expresses its appreciation for 
the cooperation and assistance it has received 
from all other Town bodies during 1979, making the 
implementation of the new Town Charter a smooth 
transition.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

| submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools: 

In my 1978 report | stated that 1979 would be 
a year of strain on the Billerica Public Schools. As | 
reflect on the past year, my prediction was correct. 
The strain, both fiscal and emotional, was quite 
evident throughout the year. The adoption of a four 
percent tax cap by the legislature and the 
continued rise of inflation at a furious rate created 
an environment which placed serious constraints 
on school programs. 

In an effort to produce a school budget which 
met the tax cap limit of four percent, while at the 
same time reaching a fair negotiated contract with 
all units of school personnel, the School Committee 
spent many, many hours of difficult deliberations 
wrestling with each segment. The final result was 
the reduction of fifty-seven positions in all phases 
of school work. Many regular programs were 
reduced in scope and services were curtailed 
throughout the budget. 

Despite this result, Town Meeting reduced the 
school budget an additional three hundred and 
thirty-four thousand dollars. Following this action, 
the School Committee voted to seek redress in the 
courts and this action is in progress. If the courts 
should rule against the Committee, several 
programs could be reduced or eliminated over the 
remaining one quarter of the year. 

To add to the financial strain the cost of fuel 
has skyrocketed continually. In early 1978 the 
school department was purchasing its fuel oil at 
eleven dollars per barrel. In our budget we 
projected an increase to twenty-two dollars per 
barrel with the feeling that we were secure. At the 
end of 1979 we were buying fuel at thirtytwo dollars 
a barrel and still climbing. A look into the future told 
us we could spend almost three hundred thousand 
dollars in excess of our budgeted amount by June 
30, 1980. 

Despite the black clouds which gathered over 
us, there were many positive actions during the 
year. In the elementary schools Project Enterprise, 
a program of enrichment for talented and gifted 
students was expanded to all elementary schools. 
A resource teacher was appointed at each school 
and is directing this area. New social studies texts 
in grades four and five were incorporated. The 
Forsythe Dental Program continued with excellent 
results. While Title | programs were expanded to 
the Locke and Marshall Middle Schools, the 
Computer Assisted Instruction continued with 
signs of increased results. As the year ended, the 
elementary teachers and adminstrators were busy 
preparing preliminary plans for the Basic Skills 
Improvement Program. 
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The Gifted and Talented Program has been 
planned for the middle schools and will be 
implemented in 1980. Mentors have already been 
selected and currently under training. The 
secondary school students received so many 
awards it would be difficult to list them all. Of 
particular note was the many awards received in 
the Boston Globe Scholastic Art Contest. One 
student received the Hallmark Award and we had 
seven blue ribbon winners. Our high school band 
and color guard received international recognition 
when it competed in Toronto, Canada and won 2 
first place, 2 second place, 1 third place and 1 
honorable mention in the events. In athletics we 
dominated the Merrimack Valley League with 5 
league championships and 2 Northern Area 
Championships. Many individuals received State 
and National recognitions for their outstanding 


accomplishments. 
In tne business area a bid system and 


calendar for timely and cost effective purchasing 
were implemented. Alarms and key control were 
improved in an effort to provide better security for 
our schools. The Locke Middle School roof was 
replaced and repair work was done on the 
Memorial High School roof. Our data processing 
system was upgraded and possible usage by other 
Town departments is being discussed with the new 
Town Manager. 

The unbelievable increase in energy in our 
fuel, electricity and transportation costs has been 
destructive on our budget. We have instituted 
energy reduction programs and formed energy 
committees to promote awareness through 
educational programs. A data process system for 
monitoring usage has been developed. We have 
been advised to expect oil to reach fifty dollars a 
barrel in the coming year. 

As always there were many changes in staff 
during the year. Even though it is expected, it 
always causes a void in our schools. Charles 
““Chuck’’ Lampson retired as Athletic Director. 
Chuck was an institution. Tributes by the score 
were given and were justly deserved. Ida Tobey 
retired as Principal at the Talbot School. She will be 
greatly missed. Others such as Sid Sher, Elizabeth 
Walsh, Bob Granfield, Pat Dalton Mary Guillemette, 
Mary Newman, Pat Granfield and Elizabeth 
Harrington retired. Jean Perron, outstanding 
school administrator left us for a principalship in 
Beverly. Their contributions to the growth of the 
Billerica Public Schools were many. 

Death also took several of our staff away from 
us during the year. Paul Allard, Joan Porell, and 
Gerry DeSimone passed away. The death that 
shook the entire staff and student body at the high 
school was that of John Coveney, senior 


housemaster, who passed away on April 22, 1979. 
He was a very popular and dedicated teacher and 
administrator. 

As we face the future, bleak as it may appear 
at times, we must continue to bring to the young 
people of Billerica the best education we can 
provide. This investment is the most important one 
| can think of for our community. We must continue 
to support this commitment to produce educated 
and responsible citizens of tomorrow.

SUPERINTENDENT-DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
January 1980 

1979 was a busy year for all individuals 
associated with Shawsheen Tech. We have been 
interested in energy conservation, new 
development in industry, and innovative programs. 
Although some of the towns in the region have 
been concerned with dropping enrollment, in 
September approximately 865 students applied for 
400 places available. A significant factor in the 
make up of our student population indicates 
parents and students are concerned with the high 
cost of a college education. Students interested in 
going into a field of engineering look to Shawsheen 
to develop their skills, to provide a means of 
income to pay for part of their college education. 

The constant concern with energy 
conservation has resulted in a number of measures 
being taken to cut down on the use of fuel and 
lights. In the latter part of this year repaired a large 
part of our roof with a special application of 
insulation waterproof material which we expect will 
reflect considerable savings in fuel. We are 
constantly on the alert to make sure that lights and 
equipment are turned off when not in use. 

Participation in the cafeteria lunch program is 
99%. We understand this is the highest record in 
the state. 

In keeping up with new developments in 
industry, members of the staff attended the annual 
convention of the American Vocational 
Association. They met with representatives of other 
schools and saw some of the newest developments 
in the field of vocational education. Staff members 
and | visited the following vocational schools: Tri 
County, Franklin; Minuteman, Lexington, and North 
Shore, Beverly. Some ideas seen on visiting these 
schools have been incorporated in our buildina. 


Graduation/Placement 
On June 10, the Class of 1979 graduated 353 
seniors with placement as follows:

Graduates were placed in a total of 123 
companies including; Souza’s Auto Body, Dracut; 
Fred C. Cain, Wilmington; Sweetheart Plastics, 
Wilmington; Digital, Tewksbury; BASF, Bedford; 
Medford Woodworkers Co., Medford; Howell & 
Sons Builders, Wilmington; Microwave Associates, 
Burlington; Touch of Class, Billerica; Sheraton, 
Lexington; Branding Iron, Tewksbury; Hanscom Air 
Force Base, Bedford; MIT Lincoln Labs, Lexington; 
Glenview Engine & Iron Works, Dracut; 
Compugraphic, Wilmington; Interstate Electric, 
Burlington; Geartronics, Billerica; BTU 
Engineering, Billerica; RCA, Burlington; 
Computervision, Burlington; W. E. Andrews, Co., 
Bedford; Choate Hospital, Woburn; Design & 
Process Engineering, Billerica; High Voltage, 
Burlington. In accordance with state regulations 
the placement office continues a one year and five 
year follow-up study of graduates. We now have 
information on students who graduated in 1974 and 
1978. A sample of the information received for 
1974 graduates include draftsman $215 week, 
carpentry foreman $11.75 hour; electronic 
technician $20,000 year, machine shop owner 
$400 week; electronic draftsman $8.75 hour; 
autobody foreman $200 week; commercial artist 
$6.50 hour. Positions held by the graduates of 1978 
include diesel burner mechanic $5.25 hour; detail 
drafter $8 hour; carpenter $5 hour; assistant lab 
supervisor $6.50 hour; machinist $8 hour; systems 
technician $5.95 hour. 

Members of the School Committee and | 
attended various town meetings to give residents 
an opportunity to hear about Shawsheen and ask 
questions. 

Admissions 

The number of applicants applying to 
Shawsheen continues to be in excess of 800 
students. This figure has held for the past five years 
since the opening of the Phase |! addition. Due to 
continued, strong demand for vocational education 
within the district, programs are constantly 
developed in the cooperating school systems to 
provide vocational education for students who are 
unable to have this need met in the full time or 
afternoon program at Shawsheen.

Basic Skills 

Planning for the Basic Skills program 
scheduled to go into effect throughout the state in 
the 1980-81 school year is under way. Plans must 
be approved between February and August of 
1980. Shawsheen will be prepared to insure that all 
graduates of the school have reached a minimal 
level of competence. This will be done through a 
testing program and a method of remediation for 
those who need assistance in reaching this goal. 
Special Needs 

The special needs program in accordance 
with Chapter 766, serves 205 students. Teachers, 
specially skilled in this area supervise the 
mainstreaming of students into the curriculum as 
much as possible. With the assistance of federal 
funds, two programs were developed which include 
building maintenance and vocational aides. The 
purpose is to provide students with mild and 
moderate special needs appropriate vocational 
training. 
Curriculum 

New advances in curriculum and equipment 
included setting up a special section in the library 
for material in accordance with Chapter 622, 
designed to give women equal rights. The 
Curriculum was modified to broaden the base in 
commercial art to include photography as a unit. 
New equipment included ten new word processors 
in Business Technology, giving us a total of fifteen 
stations making this particular area the most 
advanced in the state. 
Student Activities 

The annual Blood Donor program and Art 
Festival were held. Productive work included 
masonry work for the Billerica Department of 
Public Works and Billerica High School. Masonry, 
carpentry, metal fabrication and maintenance 
mechanics combined to build a new refreshment 
stand near our football field. In accordance with 
practice each year, students completed a house in 
Wilmington. The senior review and talent show was 
presented at the Marshall Middle School, Billerica. 
Automotive students placed #1 in the state in the 
Plymouth Trouble Shooting Contest. Awards were 
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won at the Burlington Mall annual vocational show 
and Scholastic Art Contest. Sports awards included 
the Varsity Hockey Team winning the 
Commonwealth Championship with advancement 
to the state Division I| semi-finals. The Girls Softball 
Team won the Commonwealth League position 
with a 17-2 record. 
Summer Program 

The summer school program was held again 
this year for a six week period during July and 
August, in line with the objective of maximum 
utilization of our facility. Five towns combined to 
have make-up courses taken here at Shawsheen, 
while other students had an opportunity to develop 
skills in various vocational areas. 965 students 
attended the program. 


Area Coordinator 

The responsibility of the Area Coordinator is to 
develop and supervise skill training programs in the 
schools of the five towns that would complement 
those being offered at Shawsheen Tech. Included 
in Project SCORE, a vocational skill program for 
special needs students being trained in the 
industrial arts shop of the five towns. Secondly, the 
Electronics Assembly program develops skills in 
the electronic field whereby industrial art teachers 
are working with seniors in their own school in 
order to develop a saleable skill. John McDermott, 
the coordinator, reports that we now have over one 
hundred students placed in jobs in local industry as 
a result of these programs. During the spring, over 
150 fifth and sixth grade students spend two days 
at Shawsheen Tech becoming familiar with specific 
shops of their choice. Project Update involves 
members of industrial companies in our area, from 
RCA, GE, Altron, visiting schools to improve 
preparation of our students for the world of work. 
Advisory Committees 

Craft Advisory Committee meetings were held 
in the spring and fall. These meetings were well 
attended by members of industry who met with 
shop teachers to discuss the present curriculum 
and how it could be updated to coincide with 
requirements of industry. On October 22, our 
administrative staff held an Advisory Committee 
meeting with the Superintendents of the five towns 
to discuss Shawsheen’s operation and how we 
could work together to provide the skill training in 
which the students are interested. 
Adult Education 

Evening school continues to be a very popular 
operation with approximately fifty-two Courses 
serving 3,000 adults each year. Programs operate 
weekly, Monday through Thursday, from 7-10 p.m. 
Courses are held for two semesters; from October 
to January and January to April. The primary 


purpose is to assist adults working in specific areas 
to better advancement, and other individuals who 
are interested in acquiring a new skill. Two 
programs are of special interest. The high school 
equivalency program offers adults an opportunity 
to study for the state equivalency exam. This is 
geared for individuals, who for various reasons, did 
not have an opportunity to earn a high school 
diploma. The second program, Project Explore, is 
for individuals who do not have a job or are 
interest in finding where their abilities lie. 

After a series of tests, adults are scheduled to 
four different shop areas to determine which area 
they would be suited, and acquire sufficient skill to 
get a job in that particular field. 

Summary 

The increasing need for properly trained 
graduates in both industry and business reflects 
the importance of the operation here at Shawsheen 
Tech. We continue to do everything possible to 
meet these needs not only by the programs at 
Shawsheen Tech, but also working together with 
the teachers of the five towns to assist students 
who are interested in acquiring a skill.

To Residents of Billerica, Bedford, Burlington, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington: 

It has been my pleasure to serve as chairman 
of the Shawsheen Valley Regional School 
Committee again in 1979. During this period of 
time, there have been many issues facing this 
committee. The committee through me would like 
to relate these to you, the residents and taxpayers 
of the five town district. 

With the Phase Il expansion, the _ total 
enrollment in the day program has achieved its full 
potential. In 1979, the committee was able to 
reduce tax assessments to the five towns due to 
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the fact that we held to ‘‘no new positions’’, and 
balanced the 7%% increase in the teachers’ 
contract. With the loss of the initial bond payment 
on Phase | construction, an increase in state aid to 
this vocational school was put to budget reduction. 

Our original budget did not exceed the tax 
cap. However, during this fiscal year some 
emergency situations of a financial nature 
required attention. These specifically were the exten- 
sive roof repairs required on the original Phase | por- 
tion of the building, the retubing of the boilers, and the 
inability of the bus contractor to complete his five 
year contract. 

The necessary roof repairs to protect the 
contents of the building was bid. Since no monies 
were provided for this emergency within the 1979- 
80 budget, the committee decided to utilize a 
portion of approximately $409,000 in additional 
unanticipated receipts from state reimbursements. 
This was done to avoid five special town meetings 
which would be costly. It was also done publicly 
with notification of each town through its 
selectmen, school committee and finance 
committee. The energy saving repairs to the boilers 
was also bid and awarded for approximately 
$15,000. Finally, Fiore Bus Service declared in 
August 1979, its inability to fulfill the cost per bus 
originally bid on a five year basis. After an 
agreement for a temporary increase through 
December 31, 1979 to Fiore Bus Service, the 
committee opted to rebid all bus transportation. 
Dissatisfied with the initial bids as presented, the 
majority of the committee voted to rebid the 
transportation on only a two and one-half year 
basis with some discount procedures in the 
specifications. Based upon these discount 
procedures, the SVT Bus Service, Inc. was voted to 
take over the busing on January 2, 1980. A 
temporary restraining order granted to Fiore Bus 
Service by the Court led to a delay in signing this 
contract and some additional legal costs for the 
regional school committee. The additional 
increased cost of $172,000 for transportation was 
not figured in our 1979-80 fiscal budget and, 
therefore, also had to be taken from the previously 
announced surplus. With these emergency 
expenditures, the school committee has exceeded 
the 4% tax cap. Our original budget was within the 
tax cap prior to these emergencies. 


As the committee currently works on its 
budget for the 1980-81 fiscal year, it has become 
more difficult to anticipate and control 
expenditures within a possible proposed tax cap. 

Rising inflationary costs in all areas, 
particularly as it relates to energy, defeat most 
attempts to control costs. Collective bargaining 
with five contracts reopening during the next fiscal 
year poses a dilemma for the committee. We must 
be fair and reasonable to our employees and also 
very sensitive to the increased salary costs. The 
increased busing and fuel costs for transportation 
will also inflate our budgets over the next two 
years. State aid now in the save harmless status 
should remain stable over this period. Decreased 
bonding costs for school construction loans will not 
be felt again for another year. In early January 
1980, the solvent financial picture of the past year 
does not appear on the horizon in the very near 
future. This forecast does concern the committee 
and efforts in cutting expenditures and saving 
money have been made. However, we, as a 
committee, have the major responsibility of the 
sound educational programs of this facility. This 
costs money. We look for the continued support of 
citizens and taxpayers in this pursuit of excellent 
vocational skill training and we are grateful for your 
past contributions to the excellent growth of this 
school. Responsible, trained and skilled additions 
to this area’s work force-the recent graduates of 
this school—are also gratefull for this start on a 
career given by you, the residents of the five town 
districts. Thank you to all of you. 

In addition, as Chairman, | would be remiss if | 
did not acknowledge the continuing interest and 
work of alk committee members in achieving 
progress. These efforts should lead the school well 
into the 80's. 

| am pleased with the confidence and support 
of the committee during some trying issues. 
Committee members do not always agree, but with 
forebearance and patience toward one another, 
friendships and respect have grown.
